Warsaw, May 26—The dissolution 
of Parliament and a dictatorship for 
at least a year apparently are ths 
chief plans for the Provisional 
Polish Government* which took of¬ 
fice when Marshal Pllsudaki, by a 
coup d'etat, overthrow ths regime of 
President Wojcleehowski. 

A pronouncement of the Govern¬
